of them had no more of theſe than the Apoſtles had; and they that 
had more did not effect more, than they that had leſs : But they were en- 
dued with ſuch a Divine Power, and ſuch Illuſtrious Graces, obtained 
by much Abſtraction from ſenſible Objects, great and conſtant Mortifica- 
tion of ſenſual Affections, and continual Recollection and Adherance to 
So in Prayer, as eaſily vanquiſhed the Powers of Darkneſs, made 
them fly before them, and diſſipated the Clouds, and diſſolved tlic 
Enchantments, whereby they hold poor Mortals in their Power, and 
took them Captive at their pleaſure; and as with their words transfuſed 
Light, and Love, and Power into the Souls of their Hearers : Nay their 
vel preſence had a powerful Influence upon thoſe they converſed with, 
as the ſhadow of Peter had upon thelBodies of the Sick and Infirm. 
They were indeed Miniſters, not of the Letter, but of the Spirit. Such 
was St. Anchors, ſuch was St. Benedii?, ſuch was St. Francis, and I may 
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truly ſay ſuch was St. Fr. Xavier ; for though he was a Man of Lear 
ing, which the others were not, yet it was not his Learning, but plan- 
ly that Divine Power, and thoſe Graces, which he obtained by the 
Means aforeſaid, and by frequent recourſe to the Divine Fountain for 
Supplies by intenſe Recollection, and more eſpecially upon ſpecial oc- 
caſions, which produced thoſe admirable Effects. But alas, how lit- 

tle of theſe Qualiſications is to be met with amongſt us at this daß! 
Truly fo little, and that ſo ſoon diſturb'd and loſt by inconſiderate 
compliance with a falſe Spirit of Contention in Coutroverſies, that ſuch |} 
2s know ſomething of it by Experience, and can perceive ſomething _ 
of it in {ſome Books, yet find ſo much Emptyneſs of it in Men, that . 
they are tempted to think there are no ſuch Men,-4o divinely qualified 
now in the World. And the Reaſon, if it be truly examined, I believe 
will be found that the Miſſioners are commonly ſent over young Men 
furniſhed with ſome fort of Civil Prudence, Moral Vertues, Humane 
or Academical Litterature, and Zeal for their own Party; and ſuch - 
2s are the nimbleſt and ſubtleſt talkers, are thought the moſt likely to 
promote the Buſineſs. And ſomething we ſee is done by this Means 
But what is it? Certainly no ſuch formidable Growth as ſome filly Ani 
mals fear, and crafty Knaves pretend, in Numbers; nor any ſuch de- 
irable Growth as were to be wiſhed, in true Catholick Piety and Ver- 
tue: But they ſeem to ſtick where they did, and to be neither more 
nor better. Tis very likely had they more of Humane Means and. | 
Temporal Incouragement they might increaſe in Numbers, but! 
doubt decreaſe as much in Vertue: For if moderate Sufferings will 
not mend them, Proſperity would be likely more to marr them. For. [11 
my part, I can diſcover very little of truly Divine and Spiritual Reli: 
gion in any of the ſeveral Parties in this Nation: But it ſeems all Aa 
mere Human or Mechanic Religion: I ſpeak not of what is profes- 
ed, nor of particular Perſons; but of what is poſſeſſed and ordinarily © / 
tranſmitted in the ſeveral Parties; except the Quakers; for amoug them 
believe is ſomething more than the mere actings of the Humane Spirit;

Francis; and therefore he did not fear any thing ſo much as Books and 
Riches to occaſion the Corruption and Degenerating of his Order. 
And it is certain that nothing in the World doth more divert and ab- 
ſtiract rhe Minds of Men from adhering to the true Fountain of Light 
and Power, than the pleaſure they are aptto take in thoſe ſhallow and tur: 
bid Streams, Had Ignatius Loyola been more cautious for his order in three 
things, Learning, Riches, and Politicks of the Courts of Princes, it hac 
brought forth much more, and much more noble Fruit, and more Fr arc: 
Xaviers before this time. But the Spiritual Generation is much like the 
Carnal in this, that the Fathers in both do ordinarily beget their lile;

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And what better can be expected, when Mens Ends are as mean as 
their Qualifications?
